Apprehended for 
Streaking 

Assistant Dean of Students 
Kenn Johnson resigned last night 
after being arrested for streaking 
around Ball Circle at 11:30 pm. 

"Johnson was quoted as saying, 
"You have to be open about these 
things. It's better than bottling it 
up inside, now isn't it?" 

It is expected that members of 
the administration will be surprised 
and disgusted when they hear of 
Johson's behavior, since he has 
long been a vocal critic of Mary 
Washington College, saying the 
college is "too liberal and too hung 
up about the human body." 

Top administrators, who have 
asked to remain nameless in the 
face of the storm of controversy, 
said only, "We are shocked and ap- 
palled at Dean Johnson's behavior. 
We are surprised he has done 
something in the name of fun and 
good times, and we are especially 
concerned since he is working with 
an open mind and willing spirit. 
These are both things we have 
worked long and hard to combat 
here at Mary Washington. Nudity 
in public is against the basic tenets 
of the college. Keep nudity in the 
classrooms and in the professor's 
bedrooms with their students, and 
it's o.k., but when you start bring- 
ing our Assistant Deans into the 
picture, that's something else." 

These same administrators have 
chosen Moral Majority Leader 
Jerry Falwell to fill Johson's shoes. 
One source said he feels, "Falwell is 
the perfect man to finish some of 
the programs Johnson tried but 
couldn't get off the ground." 

Included in these programs are 
10:00 curfews for all students, 
classes segregated by sex, and 
chaperoned visitation.

Associate Dean for Academic 
Services, Roy B. Weinstock, an- 
nounced today his new plan for 
registration. While Weinstock is 
pleased with the absence of lines 
during registration for spring 
semester, he feels the new plan will 
alleviate some problems. 

Weinstock proposed that the 
registration period be cut from two 
weeks to 48 hours. "That way," 
said Weinstock, "students, faculty, 
and staff will not have to put up 
with this mess for such a long 
time." Weinstock said that 
students' will be assigned time slots 
of one minute to complete their 
registration. "If they aren't finish- 
ed in one minute." said Weinstock. 
"they'll just have to take what 
they've got." . 

The first day of registration will

Burns Apprehended for 
Stealing Bicycle Seats 



Bringing to an end the recent 
rash of bicycle seat thefts ex- 
perienced all over campus, Vice- 
President for Academic Affairs 
Mary Ann T. Burns, has been ap- 
prehended by units of the Mary 
Washington peace-keeping force.
